Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 


3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

4. Claims 1-6. 15, 20, 23, 24, 26-31 and 38-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) 
as being anticipated by Halbrook, Jr. et al. (5,883,043). 

Halbrook, Jr. et al. discloses a thermal paper with security features comprising a 
water-based security ink including optically variable pigments and dyes such as 
thermochromic, photochromic and fluorescent pigments and dyes wherein the security 
measures visually determine the authenticity of the document (see col. 2, lines 66-67 
through col. 3, lines 1-5). The optically variable inks change colors when exposed to a 
light source other than ambient light. 


5. Claims 7-14, 16-19, 21 , 22, 25 and 32-37 are objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
